While it may be too sweeping to 
say that ali such stocks sold by 
mail are swindling devices, it is 
perfectly safe to class the vast ma- 
jority of them as such. It may be 
that somewhere, sometime, a per- 
son has bought such stocks on the 
strength of promotion literature 
and has realized a profit on his 
investment. But if such be the 
case, we have never heard of it. 

Sometimes an “investor” may re- 
i ceive small “dividends” for a time, 
but these are usually merely bait 
j to encourage additional invest- 
ments, which are eventually lost. 
This does not apply, of course, to 
securities marketed by reputable | 
financial concerns, but refers to the ; 
| “bluesky” kind which are readily 
recognized by prudent business 
men. 

When tempted to invest in un- 
known stocks of any kind, it is a 
wise precaution to first consult 
your banker. His advice will al- 
ways be on the side of safety and 
may be the means of avoiding ser- 
| ious loss.

The rules 
of the company require that even 
one car touching another must be 
tabulated as an accident, regard- 
less of whether any damage is 
done. About 25 per cent of the 
compeny drivers went through 
last year without touching an- 
other car or being touched.

“The improvement in the effici- 

;ency of the automobile has been 
so great in recent years that the

There- 
fore it is becoming more and 
more important that the training 
of the prospective driver must be 
more and more efficient.

Scored Japanese Question 

Paul Scharrenberg, secretary 
of the Californnia Federation of 
Labor and a member of the 
California Joint Immigration com- 
mission, headed by James K. Fisk, 
state adjutant of the American 
Legion, has fired a broadside at 
Henry S. Pritchett, president of 
the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, be- 
cause of the latter’s attack upon 
the California stand against Jap- 


anese immigration. 
Scharrenbnerg’s stand is second- 
ed by Fisk, representing the 


American Legion, former United 
States Senator James D. Phelan, 
Edward E. Lynch for the Na- 
tive Sons and George Bowdwell 
for the State Grange, the orga- 
nizations composing the Califor- 
nia Joint Immigration Commis- 
sion. Attorney General U. S. 
Webb is consulting member of 
the organization. 

Scharrenberg challenges Dr. 
Pritchett’s statement that Cali- 
fornia “politicians” are at the bot- 
tom of the Japanese question. 
Scharrenberg says: 

“The demand for effective Jap- 
anese exclusion came from the 
common people in all walks of 
life. The demand was formally 
voiced over and over again by 
the following four California or- 
ganizations in their respective an- 
nual conventions: the state de- 
partment of the American Le- 
gion, the State Grange, the State 
Federation of Labor, and the Na- 
tive Sons of the Golden West. 
Does Mr. Pritchett mean to in- 
sinuate that these four great 
California organizations are con- 





trolled by a few politicians? 

“Again, if the quota basis were 
granted to the Japanese, it would 
necessarily have to be applied to 
all other Asiatic countries includ- 
ing China. Otherwise there would 
be still other and more justifiable 
charges of discrimination. Under 
the quota basis China would be 
entitled to ship more than 2000 
coolies per annum to California. 
It is a singular fact that all 
Asiatic immigrants have always 
shown a marked preference for 
California. According to data 
submitted by the Japanese dele- 
gation at the recent Honolulu 
meeting, there are 258,844 Jap- 
anese in the United States. Of 
this number, 125,764 are in the 
Territory of Hawaii, 103,396 are in 
California, and the other Pacific 
Coast states together have 23,- 
689. All the rest of the states 
have only 5995 Japanese as resi- 
dents. These figures are quoted 
to prove that we are confronted 
by a condition and not a theory, 
namely, that the Japanese prob- 
lem and the Chinese problem in 
America have always been dis- 
tinctly California problems. Cali- 
fornia took the initiative in the 
long struggle for Chinese exclu- 
sion and California led in the 
fight for the present effective ex- 
clusion of Japanese. And Cali- 
fornia is not disposed to open 
her gates to even a couple of 
thousand unassimilable Asiatics 
per annum.”

gave the warring states 
March 15 to come to some agree- 
ment among themselves over wa- 
ter rights and compensation. Their 
failure to do so makes the fate 
of the measure again doubtful. 
Secretary Work is committed to 


the bill, and so is Secretary 
Hoover. President Coolidge re- 
marked in his annual message, 


rather guardedly, that he favored 
the construction of the dam, pri- 
marily as a measure of flood con- 
trol, which is clearly a national 
problem. He had no objection to 
power development, or the inci- 
dental use of the project for sup- 
plying water to California cities, 
but he felt that “every other pos- 
sibility should be exhausted be- 
fore the Federal Government 
should become engaged in the 
power business.” In the case of 
Muscle Shoals, the Senate has 
just indicated that it had no 
scruples on that score. But there 
it was a question of making some 
disposition of an elephant already 
bought and paid for. 





Our Six-Score Millions 

On July 1 the population of the 
United States, exclusive of Alaska 
and outlying possessions, will be 
just a shade over 120,000,000, ac- 
cording to the estimate of the 
Census Bureau at Washington. 
This is an increase of 14,300,000 
over the actual census figures 
of January 1, 1920. If the assum- 
éd rate of growth is maintained 
for the remaining eighteen months 
of the decennial period the cen- 
sus of 1930 should show a gain 
of 16,750,000 inhabitants over 
1920. In actual figures this will 
be the largest accretion in our his- 
tory, topping by three-quarters of 
a million the growth between 1900 
and 1910, which was almost ex- 
actly 16,000,000, and by 
three millions the growth between 
1910 and 1920; the latter ob- 
viously affected by the World 
War. In percentage of course, 
the present decade will fall con- 
siderably below 1900-10. In those 
years our gain in population was 
21 per cent, in the next decade it 
was 15 per cent, and in 1930 it 
will be apparently 16 per cent. 

Changes in immigration will 
chiefly account for the declining 
ratio of population growth. Dur- 
ing the six years preceding the 
outbreak of the war in Europe 
our net increase due to immigra- 
tion averaged nearly 650,000 an- 
nually. For the last five years 
the annual average has been 385,- 
000, and for the last three years 
260,000. At this figure the in- 
crease will probably remain, un- 
der our present immigration laws, 
or will show a further decline if 
success attends the move recently 
set on foot for restricting immi- 
gration from Mexico.
